Dear Sir; 

We are writing this letter toyou 
in protest to a policy of the Wil- 
mington Public Library.

In doing this the 
library is catering to the minority 
segment of the Wilmington High 
School, These are the students who 
live near the library, don’t have any 
extra~curicular activities, and who 
don’t work after school, 

A great number of the student 
body are transported home from 
school by bus, This factor makes 
the library inaccessible to them 
after shool, 

They must therefore wait until 
they can be driven or drive them- 
selves to the library, Since most 
families have but one car, the stu- 
dent must wait for his father to 
return home from work with the 
family car, 

Allowing the father one hour to 
eat supper and drive his child to 
the library, this would mean the 
average bus student couldn’t reach

1965 SCHOOL BUDGET 
EQUALS $3 TAX INCREASE 


‘The 1965 School budget of Wil- 
mington, signed by the School Com- 
mittee in a special meeting on Oct. 
29th represents an increase intaxes 
for the town, in 1965, of about $3, 
(if there were no more revenue for 
‘Wilmington in that year). 

The total increase of the budget 
over that of 1964 is $165,533.88 

In a statement released at the 
time of the signing of the budget 
the School committee said: 

Reasons for Increase in 1965 

School Committee Budget 

1.To provide pay increases for 
teases brought about by the enact- 
ment of a state minimum teacher’s 
salary of $5,000, coupled with the 
adoption by the School Committee of 
‘a minimum salary of $5,200 for be- 
ginning teachers in Wilmington; thus 
the new salary schedule for Wil- 
mington teachers with a Bachelor’s 
degree will be $5,200 - $8,000, 
effective September 1, 1965. The 
School Committee believes that this 
schedule will keep them competitive 
with the surrounding towns interms 
of teacher recruitment and selection

chers employed for September 1964, 
because of the opening of the new
